PREFACE 


The  books  and  manuscripts  chosen  for  the  present  catalogue  are 
intended  to  be  a  broadly-based  selection  from  our  stock  of  early 
numismatic  material.  Quite  arbitrarily  we  have  decided  to  include  as 
wide  a  range  as  possible  printed  before  1900  and  valued  currently  at  £50 
or  more.  The  1900  cut-off  point  is  simply  a  reflection  of  the  vast  amount 
of  numismatic  literature  published  after  that  date — selections  of  which 
we  regularly  offer  for  sale  in  our  monthly  book  lists — and  is  intended 
to  have  no  other  significance.  The  fifty  pounds  base  is  equally  arbitrary 
but  reflects  the  present  enormously  high  cost  of  printing  and  postage. 

As  we  have  written  elsewhere,  we  have  at  present  a  very  fine  stock  of 
old  and  out-of-print  numismatic  books,  and  we  hope  to  maintain  and 
improve  this  as  appropriate  opportunities  occur.  We  have  many  more 
books  than  we  can  hope  to  list,  and  we  therefore  urge  libraries, 
collectors  and  professional  numismatists  to  send  us  their  lists  of 
desiderata.  These  will  be  attended  to  diligently. 

Naturally  the  converse  of  selling  books  is  their  purchase.  We  are 
always  pleased  to  be  offered  fine  numismatic  books  of  whatever  date 
and  in  whatever  language.
